The: lynching was conducted with se- 
crecy, the town authorities having no 
inkling of it until Chief of Police Ir- 
win was notified by a newspaper car- 
rier who discovered the body as he was 
delivering his papers. 

No guard is kept at the jail at night 
ang there is as yet no clew to the per- 
petrators of the deed. The front door of 
the jail was found to have been burst 
cpen and the lock had been cut off the 
door of the cell in which Davis was 
confined. 

The trouble which caused the shoot- 
ing of Schwab started in a saloon at 
Fairfield over a game of pool between 
Frank Schwab, a brother of the dead 
man, and Davis.

The Vice-Governor estimates the num- 
ber of Persians killed in Tabriz as 300, 
and adds:

The British and Russian legations are 
without means of communication with 
their consuls.

Advance of Czar’s Army Con- 
tinues Despite Sur- 
render. 





ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 25.—Accord- 
ing to reports from Teheran, the Rus- 
sian permanent detachment, camping 
outside Tabriz, consisting of 600 men, 
has made a tactical maneuver and oc- 
cupied a position at Basmendje, on the 
\Kasbin road. The Russian casualties 
iri the recent fighting at Tabriz num- 
bered 150. 
‘There is no communication between 
this detachment and a second detach- 
ment, composed of a handful of sol- 
diers, which defends the Russian Con- 
sulate, within the town. The Russian 
residents of Tabriz have taken refuge 
in the consulate, the roof of which is 
protected by sacks of earth. The de- 
fenders are in the best of spirits and 
the wounded are convalescing. The 
Consul-General has given orders not to 
reply to the sporadic shots from the 
Persian Fidas, who are entrenched at 
the citadel. 
Advices from Tabriz say the Russian 
troops have been forced to abandon the 
Russo-Persian Bank, which is situated 
in the principal bazar and which they 
have hitherto been protecting. There is 
about $150,000 in specie in the bank, 
which is now entirely without a guard. 
A dispatch received tonight at the 
Petersburg office of the Enzeli- 
Tabriz road says that employes of. the

traces of John Scanlan, president of the 
Newburg State Bank, who has been 
missing since Dec. 19 and who is be- 
lieved to have had in his possession a 
large sum of money. 

Private detectives are aiding the 
searchers and preparations are being 
made to-explode dynamite in the Little 
Piney River with the purpose of recover- 
ing the body if Sc&@énlan was been 
drowned. 

The fact that the banker’s bank book 
has been found in a swamp which bor- 
ders the Little Piney leads members of 
the posses searching there to believe 
that he has been slain and robbed. 

Scanlan left Newburg on the day he 
disappeared to visit one of his farms 
on the Gasconade River. He was ac- 
companied by John Miller, an employe. 
The men carried whisky with them and 
according to the story told by Miller, 
befame intoxicated. 

The buggy in which the men left New- 
burg was found near the neighboring 
town of Little River. Miller declares the 
horses became detached after he and 
the banker lost their way, following 
their drinking bout. Miller arrived in 
Newburg intoxicated. Scanilon’s coat, 
hat and gloves were found at a point 
where Miller said they had had lunch. 

Some time after Miller’s arrival in 
Newburg the team which had drawn th@ 
buggy arrived at the Scanlon stable. 

Posses Start Search, 

Those to whom Miller told his story 
that night paid little attention to him, 
owing to his condition and the fact it 
had been Scanlan’s custom frequently to 
stay over night at the farm. The next 
morning Miller returned for Scanlan, 
but was unable to locate him. The 
bank officials and citizens were notified 
late Wednesday evening and Thursday 
morning a systematic search was in- 
stituted by large numbers of. men. 

Footprints were found at the house 
where Scanlan was supposed to get out, 
but no one lived there and its doors and 
windows were nailed up. The tracks 
returned to the road and followed it for 
about a mile, then went off into the 
woods, where the trail was lost. The 
search continued daily and bloodhounds 
were brought from Pierce City, Mo., and 
they worked vainly all Saturday. 

A boy named Mason, a son of another 
tenant of Scanlan’s, found Scanlan’s 
overcoat, coat, cap and muffler. 

Prominent Politicia 

Tuesday night was rainy, ariu, owing 
to Scanian’s weakened condition it is 
thought hardly possible he could have 
gone any great distance. He had been 
in very poor health for several months 
and had just completed arrangements to 
go to Arizona on Jan. 4 to recuperate. 

Another large body of men will spend 
Christmas day in the search, covering 
ground not thoroughly gone over. 

Scanlon was widely known in the 
State and maky relatives are arriving 
here to help search for him.

It was said 
there that Mrs. Arbuckle had gone to 
the undertaking establishment to maké 
the arrangements for the funeral. The 
report that she was separated from Ar- 
buckle was denied at the boarding 
house. The woman in charge said that 
Arbuckle traveled a great deal, but that 
he spent all of his time in St. Louis 
with Mrs. Arbuckle at the boarding 
house. 

That Arbuckle had been sick for sev- 
eral days was known to the proprietor 
of the hotel. Dr. Joseph F. Mayes was 
sent to his room to see him, but he re- 
fused medical attention. He was alive 
at 10 a. m. Sunday and still refused 
treatment. 

Arbuckle has three brothers, one of 
them, Maclyn Arbuckle, a well-known 
actor. 

The other brothers are James, George 
and Eagan, all‘living in St. Louis. His 
father lives™ at 5948 Maple avenue, and 
has for many years been interested in 
promoting trade relations between St.

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FEDERATED REPUBLIO IN CHINA. 

All British influence that can be brought to 
bear in China is being directed, according to re- 
port, to the preservation of the monarchial prin- 
ciple. The report is by no means improbable. 
British effort for the extension of *ereditary rule 
is not confined to the extinction of the two re- 
publics in South Africa. But for that effort a 
republic in Northern Europe would now be num- 
bered among the sisterhood of nations in which 
popular sovereignty prevails. Strongly democratic 
Norway, on cutting ioose from Sweden, was reluc- 
tantly persuaded that the national interests would 
suffer through setting up a republic surrounded 
by monarchisl neighbors, and a British Prince 
was sent over to become a Scandinavian King. 

The masses of China may not be well prepared 
for a government without privileged classes based 
on equatity, but the quickest way to develop a ca- 
pacity for self-government is through the imposi- 
tion of self-governing responsibilities. A country} 


which can produce such able and devoted leadefsT} 


as have been developed by the revolution in 
China can hardly make a serious blunder, if it sub- 
stitutes an elected executive for a stupid Manchu 
Emperor. 

China has for centuries had the federated prin- 
ciple, under monarchy. The institution of a fed- 
erated republic would be an absorbingly interest- 
ing experiment in Chinese government.

THE COMMERCE COURT. 

When the Interstate Commerce Commission be- 
gan its work, 25 years ago, several important rail- 
road systems were bankrupt, and a number were 
apparently in a conditidn of indefinitely postponed 
dividends, 

Within a few years the Reading, the Southern, 


the Baltimore & Ohio. were practically bankrupt.| 


Even the great Union Pacific was in a seemingly 
hopeless financial predicament. Stock jobbery and 
mismanagement were to blame. 

Today, after years of patient work by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, conditions have im- 
measurably improved. This improvement has 
kept pace, step by step, with the increase in state 
control of railroads. In the old days railroad 
heads thought of their properties as means of 
financial juggling. Today they realize that the 
first business of a railroad is to furnish transpor- 
tation. And the railroads that, as Wall street 
playthings, couldn’t pay dividends, are paying 
properties as railroads. 

Railroad management today does not consist 
of sitting in a luxurious office in New York and 
scheming to manipulate railroad stock. ‘It means 
getting out on a railroad system, with headquar- 
ters accessible to the road’s employes and pat- 
rons, and traveling over every line frequently, 
enforcing methods to give good service, keeping 
in touch with customers and in genera] making a 
system of the greatest possible value to its ter- 
ritory. 

This-change is in the main due to the work of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. Those 
who hold stock in American railroads are quite as 
much interested as those who pay freight to taem 
in eliminating the Taft Commerce Court, which 
has distinguished itself by hampering the work 
of the Commerce Commission.

CHRISTMAS SANITY. 

The President of a California university has 
lately published a book in which he advocates 
letting very weak people die in the easiest and 
most conyenient way possible. He is not alone 
in this. Too many other men who think them- 


| selves mentally strong and highly educated, hint 


the same thing, or worse, though few dare openly 
declare that this is their method of helping the 
world away from poverty, sorrow and all the af- 
flictions of weakness. 

_As this is in the strongest antagonism to the 
spirit of civilization which is summed in all that 
properly belongs to Christmas day, there may be 
no better day for considering what sanity means 
through the whole year. All who are strong and 
at the same time sane, may know from history, 
} experience or observation, that as all human life 
expresses itself. only. by overcoming its own..worst 
weaknesses, the worst form of insanity in any 
class is that through which it would condemn 
what it regards as the most nearly helpless weak- 
ness to desperation. In the history of the world 
since the first Christmas, there is nothing more 
formidable than the extremity of human weakness 
driven to the extremity of desperation. The cold 
and hard Pharisees of “Superior Intellect,” if they 
were allowed to challenge such issues, might be 
appalled by the nature and results of the weak- 
ness in themselves of which they are now wholly 
unconscious. 

As they propose to make this a country in which 
the rule of life will be theirs, as they define it 
in “Live and Let Die,” the country will not ac- 
cept their theory of life against the practice of 
“Live and Let Live.” As far at Christmas, as we 
gladly share pleasure with others; as far as with- 
out professing superior goodness, we “share 
strength with others who lack it, because it is 
not their right but our pleasure, we have the spirit 
f Christmas sanity, for all the year.

in Persia? It is quite possible that when the reso- 
lute convictions of this country were voiced an 
agitation was started that will be heard around 
the world. Francé and other countries of Western 
Europe can hardly refrain from supporting a cause

That any other government would procrastinate 
as Mr. Taft did until the treaty became a subject 
of popular denunciation is not probable, but pub- 
uc remoanstrance against the Russian course is 
almost certain to be succeeded everywhere by of- 
ficial action.

Tariff and Wages. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Tariff Board report communicated to Con- 
gress by the President’s message, says that the 
farmer’s profit on the wool in an average suit 
of clothes is about 44 per cent, the retailer’s 40 
per cent, the wholesaler’s 15 per cent and the poor 
manufacturer’s only 5 per cent. Yet this re- 
marakble board also states that “the cost of 
turning wool into yarn in this country is about 
double that in the leading competing country and 
the cost of turning yarn into cloth is somewhat 
more than double.” As the poor manufacturers 
only gets 5 per cent out of this increased cost in 
the mill, who gets the 95 per cent or more differ- 
ence? Is it labor? Let us see. The census shows 
that the labor cost-in woolen and worsted mills 
is only about 25 per cent of the finished product. 
So’ if labor gets it all (and that is the protection- 
ist’s préa) the difference in labor cost in a mill 
here and abroad would be over 880 per cent and 
wages here should be four times higher than 
in the “leading competing country.” This differ- 
ence ought to tempt the manufacturers to import 
this cheap skilled foreign labor. There is no tar- 
iff on labor to prevent him. It is free to come in, 
And it does not come in, for most of the help in 
Eastern mills is not American born, but foreign, 
even including the American women, girls and 
boys. Only about 25 per cent of the labor of the 
United States is engaged in protected industries 
and must compete with the 75 per cent engaged 
in free trade or non-protected branches. The 
wages of the former, compared with the foreign 
standard are no higher relatively than the wages 
of the latter. 

How does protection help labor? Who gets the 
difference of over 100 per cent between the cost 
of cloth in American and European mills?

N the congenial atmosphere of Christ- 
mas Evé the modern morality play, 
entitled ‘“‘Everywoman,” began its 





engagement at the Shubert Theater on 
Sunday evening and told its curious 
story to a deeply interested audience. 


The story is curious for the manner 
of its telling rather than for thé ma- 
terial. It is a very old story, indeed, 
addressed especially to Eve's daughters, 
not to Adam's sons, pointing the an- 
c‘ent and always wholesome moral that 
*home-keeping hearts are happiest,” 
and it is ceuched in terms of medie- 
valism and modernity that constitute a 
most dramatic blend and contrast at 
one and the same time. 


For the late Walter~Browne, its, au- 
thor, seems to have been something of 
a poet, possessing alSe—the courage of 
his convictions, 
tate to employ the quaintest forms of 
sixteenth century symbolism whenever 
it seemed to him that the symbol prom- 
ised to be more effective tan the con- 
crete and visible fact. Allegory and 
realism go hand in hand throughout the 
five ‘“‘canticles’”’ into which the play. is 
thaped, the result being that an appre- 
clative soul can find in the work a de- 
ight much out of the ordinary. 


And yet the tale is merely that of an 
overly daring girl, somewhat too sweep- 
ingly characterized as Everywoman, 
who is lured upon a false trail in quest 
of true Love and who invades the Great 
White Way of New York—or any other 
world-metropolis—believing that such 
love iis to be found there. 


She is warned by Nobody and tempted 
by Flattery, so who need doubt the issue 
of the initial conflict between the two, 
even though plain Truth also waves the 
danger signal before her glamor-dazzléd 
eyes? In every like alignment since the 
world began, Flattery has won the first 
day’s fight, and Flattery wins it now. 
Everywoman seeks Love where Passion 
masquerades as Love instead. 


She is accompanied by Youth, Beauty 
and Modesty, but these three dre soon 
lost in the reek of the Hfe to which she 
has so vainly turned. Passion betrays 
her for a moment, Wealth buys and 
owns her for a time, and the eternal 
and never-changing end of such a quest 
for true Love is inevitable. 

Worn and broken and bowed, sorely 
soiled in body and spirit, befooled, dis- 
illusioned and cast aside, Everywotan 
returng at last to the home from which 
she set out for Love's finding—and there, 
in the person of Truth’s own son, she 
finds the Love that was all-lacking in 
the gay world’s untruth. That's the 


whole story, the charm of which is in. 


the telling, as I have already intimated. 


Jane Oaker plays the role of Every-| 


woman, in which, however, Adele Blood 
will be seen at the matinee perform- 
ances. Miss Oaker acquits herself quite 
cleverly, making thé most of her dra- 
matic opportunities and realizing the 
part to an audience's satisfaction. 
The Nobody of Frederick Warie’s 
playing, a sort of Greek chorus in som- 
ber robe and of somewhat cynical 
thought, is perhaps the most memorable 
figure of the entire cast. Mr. Warde's

N retaining Dick Kinsella and Bill Armour, both former club owners, to scout 
for the Cardinals, Manager Roger Bresnahan ts laying a foundation on which 
eventually he should build a championship club.

He and Mrs. Hunning to Waive 
Examination ahd Be Charged 
With Murder. 


WOMAN PRISONER IS FIRM 


Widow of Slain Man Vehement- 
ly Denies Relations: Existed 
Between Her and Neighbor. 


Following a confession of Joseph Sel- 
del in which he told of his intimate re- 
lations with Mrs. Annie Hunning, with 
whom he is being held for the murder of 
the woman’s husband, Martin Hun- 
ning. who was shot while at the tele- 
phono in his cabin -home, it was an- 
rounced Monday that the pair would. be 
summoned for a preliminary é¢xamina- 
tion Friday. Prosecuting Attorney Mil- 
ler expects them to waive this examina- 
tion. If they do he will file a charge 
of murder in the first degree against 
them. 

Seidel’s confession, while considered 
of value in establishing a probable mo- 
tive for the crime, has advanced the 
cuthorities little towards fixing the mur- 
der upon any person. It merely con- 
firmed what the whole neighborhood 
knew and gossipped about and what 
even the husband knew before he was 
shot, which was shown in the testimony 
at the second inquest last week. 

The confession was made after a long 
sweating by Prosecutor Miller, John L. 
Bechler, Sheriff, and John J. Keely of 
the Desmond Detective Agency, a for- 
mer assistant thief of detectives in St. 
Louis. Seidel said his intimacy with 
the wife of his neighbor and friend had 
endured for a little less than a year. 
He said she had once or twice suggest- 
ed to him they could be married if her 
husband were out of the way. 

Mrs. Hunn'ng appeared angry when 
confronted with Seidel and denied the 
truth of his story. She laughed about 
the whole matter, however, as soon 
as Seidel was out of her sight. She be- 
haved with the stolid composure that 
has marked her since the day after her 
husband was shot. 

Seidel denied that he had any knowl-, 
edge whatever of the murder. He talked 
frankly, once he had begun revealing 
things. Mrs. Hunning defiantly refused 
to tell anything that would have any 
bearing upon the-case. 

The prisoners spent Christmas day 
quietly in their cells. It ts the custom 
of Sheriff Bechler to serve a turkey din- 
ner on. such holidays, and they, with 
the others in the jail enjoyed the gen- 
erous noonday repast.
